Parents interested in cooperative 
nursery schools and kindergartens 
are invited to hear a panel discus¬ 
sion of “The Child, the Co-op and 
the Community” on Thursday eve¬ 
ning, December 15, at 8:30 p.m. in 
Pierce Hall, 16th and Harvard 
Streets, N.W. in Washington, D. C. 
Values of the co-op school J:o the 
child, the parent and the commu¬ 
nity will be discussed by a teacher, 
a clinical psychologist, and a civic 
leader. 

Moderator of the panel will be 
Dr. Robert Eisenberg, of the Na¬ 
tional Education Association. Dr. 
Katherine Whiteside Taylor, panel 
member, now Supervisor of Parent 
Education for the Baltimore public 
schools has helped to start co-op 
nursery schools on the West Coast 
as well as in Baltimore and has 
written of her experience in “Par¬ 
ent Cooperative Nursery Schools,” 
a book widely used by local pre¬ 
school groups. Dr. Hanna Colm, 
the ps3^hologist on the panel, con¬ 
ducts a popular series of child 
guidance forums for Group Health 
Association. Kathryn Stone, now 
a member of the Virginia House of 
Delegates, was at one time director 
of a co-op nursery school in Arling¬ 
ton, and has shown a continuing in¬ 
terest in the public schools of Ar¬ 
lington. Questions from the floor 
will be welcomed.
